Powerfully Protected German 
Height Near Aisne Under 
Heavy Artillery Fire 


BY W E B B M IL L E R 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
WITH THE AMERICAN ARMIES 
IN FRANCE, Sept. 9.—American ar­ 
tillery has opened a heavy bombard­ 
ment of Le Petit Montague, a power­ 
fully protected height 
which 
rises 
250 feet where the German line leaves 
the Aisne. 
This height is the key position to 
the enemy front in that region. 
It is 
furrowed with a strong trench 
sys­ 
tem and its slopes and crest are de­ 
fended with thick belts 
of 
barbed 
wire. 
American batteries, including many 
six-inch guns, are hurling hundreds 
of shells into the slopes and onto the 
crest, ripping 
up 
wire, 
searching 
deeply indented wood ravines, infest­ 
ed with machine guns 
which 
com­ 
mand the valleys on each side, 
bat­ 
tering the tfenches to ruins and gen­ 
erally making the mountain strong­ 
hold most unhealthy for the Germans. 
The constant thunder 
of 
3ix-inch 
guns was rolling over the battlefield 
as the American artillery lashed the 
heights with a terrible hail of shells. 
German batteries behind the Aisne re­ 
plied, bombarding 
Fismes 
and 
the 
back areas, dropping high explosives 
haphazard over miles of country 
in 
their search for our gun positions. 
Simultaneously the American artil­ 
lery with wonderful accuracy sm ash­ 
ed the Aisne bridges behind the Ger­ 
mans, who are still on the southern 
bank of the river.

Obituary of Westminster Sol­ 
dier Killed In France As 
Read By Rev. Wardle 


Wilfred 
Carroll 
Byram 
was 
born at Westminster, 
Nov. 
IS, 
1894. 
He died from railway acci­ 
dent in France, 
July 
25, 
1918, 
aged 23 years, 8 months, and 7 
days. 
He was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. O. B. Byram of West­ 
minster. 
He graduated from the 
grammar school in 19(18 and from 
the Huntington Beach Union high 
school in 1912. 
A year later he 
entered Occidental College, com­ 
pleting 
the 
regular 
four-year 
course, graduating at the age of 
22. Giving attention to his studies 
with the blessed 
necessity 
of 
working his own way, he 
com­ 
pleted his college course. During 
the last year in college in 1916, 
he enlisted in Company B, Cali­ 
fornia Engineers ana 
mustered 
for training in Los Angeles. 
In 
July, 1917, the company was called 
to the colors, and sent to Camp 
Lewis, where they were re-organ­ 
ized into Company Er 117th U. S. 
Engineers, becoming a 
part 
of 
the 42nd or "Rainbow Division.” 
The company left Camp 
Lewis 
for Ixmg Island on Sept. I, one 
year ago, and with the “Rainbow 
Division,” left for 
France, 
Oct. 
15, 1917. 
His view of army life we may 
get from his own words, contain­ 
ed in a letter home: 
“Men don’t 
join the army to become rich or 
famous, but to do their part and 
serve their 
country. 
If 
every­ 
body would give up all personal 
ambition and work for the good 
of the cause, It 
would 
be 
the 
ideal condition.” 
He became a member of this 
church when nine years of age, 
having been given to God pre­ 
viously by his parents In baptism. 
As he grew to manhood, he more 
and more manifested those sterl­ 
ing qualities 
essential 
to 
true 
manhood. 
Clean 
as 
a hound’s 
tooth, an honor to his parents, a 
credit to his church, unostenta­ 
tious, without show, he gaw his 
duty, accepted It, and there on a 
foreign soil, his earthly tenement

two sister* and three brothers. 
He went to right a bleeding na­ 
tion’s wrong, and proved that he 
wpe npt afraid to die. 
So 
we, 
■who stare across the lonely hours,

and 
know that 
when 
the 
tender, 
heaving showers have fallen in a 
stranger land, the

Rev Wardle then read several 
letters which he said were sam­ 
ples of the many received in the 
home during the past .week. 
One from Prof, E. E. Chandler 
of Occidental 
College 
follows:

and we express our sympathy to 
you in your bereavement. Carroll 
made a fine record at Occidental 
and endeared himself to all of us 
by his manly character and genial 
disposition.

and faithfully, just as he did in 
the larger service to which he 
was called. 
Living he was a credit to you and 
after laying down his life for his 
country, he is even more so.

Editor Register.—I desire to submit a statement and 
a question which I wish you would publish, together 
with your opinion, and perhaps ask for opinions. I kpow 
your ruling on anonymous letters, but I believe this is 
an exception. 
I believe hundreds of men are pondering 
the question: Shall I or shaR I not ask for exemption? 
And I would rather have the question discussed without 
disclosing my identity. I do not want the individual con­ 
sidered. 
We min under 46 are at the forks of the trail. I be­ 
lieve that I am a fair sample of the majority of men 
who will register Thursday: red-blooded, strong and 
healthy, will make a good soldier. 
And my inclinations 
are to waive claims for exemption and be a soldier. But 
I am raising a family; I have property which is not 
entirely paid for; I have other small business interests 
which would suffer should I leave them. The members 
of mv family are strong and vigorous. 
If they should 
devote their time to self-support they could get along 
nicely, but it would mean curtailment of the children's 
schooling. 
Briefly I have set forth my financial and family con­ 
dition. Should I or should I not ask for exemption? 


Will you kindly state, through your columns, your 
opinion? It will be appreciated by 
QUITE A. BUNCH.

Of course, it is right and proper for the fore­ 
going lefter to be submitted and published anony­ 
mously. 
And the answer to the question it contains is 
easy. 
* Let each man seek the answer in his own heart. 
Let him honestly, sincerely, courageously ask and 
answer the question: “Where can I render the high­ 
est and best service to my country—not merely for 
the time being hut for all time—at home or in the 
army?” 
When a man answer* that question, conscious 
that his God is listening and that his wife's eyes are 
looking at him—at his real self—through the win­ 
dows of his soul—when he has thus answered that 
question, and. having thus answered it. feels at peace 
with his own conscience, he is all right, no matter 
what others may say or think. 
But he must go a step further. 
If the draft 
board s decision in his case docs not coincide with 
his own, he must cheerfully, in spirit and in truth, 
yield to the draft board's judgment. He must say to 
himself: “ I must have made a mistake: at all even ts. 
if I was right and the draft hoard has made a mis­ 
take, the responsibility is theirs and not mine.” 
But, since the writer of the above letter has 
asked for our opinion and judgment of his own 
case, we do not hesitate to give it, honestly, humbly, 
patriotically. 
We believe he should a-k to lie placed in a de­ 
ferred classification. I mil all men of military age 
without family o b l i g a t i o n s , or with lesser family ob- 
libations, are inducted into military service, this man's 
place is at home. Undoubtedly it is the purpose and 
policy of the government that such men shall lie left 
at home—that is their place of scrzicc—until such 
time as they shall be more urgently needed in the 
army. 
When that time comes, these men will be called.

MAKING AMERICANS 


A nAv idea has Ix-cn introduced into American­ 
ization work in this state through a Y. W. C . A. lec­ 
ture course on immigration. 
The lecturers were 
not native Americans. They were tin' foreign-born 
leaders of nine local national groups, Portuguese, 
Jewish, Scandinavian, Russian, Jugo-Slav. Greek 
Japanese, Armenian and Italian. 
The speakers talc! 
the need of their immigrant followers for American 
ideals and education. They told also of the contri­ 
butions their people were bringing to American life 
and civilization. 
As a result of that course of lee 
titres ail Americanization program was worked out 
that includes native-born citizens in its teaching. 
Thirteen points were ma^e. One asked that im­ 
migrant leaders of broad sympathies Ive called upon 
to lecture iri our public institutions, to bring before 
Americans the fine things the immigrant races have 
to dffer us. 
Another urged that the histories of 
these peoples Ive taught briefly, hut sympathetically. 
in our public schools and that our magazines print 
good translations of the best articles in current pub­ 
lications of those other countries. A third suggested 
that Americans be taught the grave difficulties the 
immigrant has to face in trying to replace his own 
native customs and ideals with those of America. 
The best in the immigrant has always been en- 
, dangered in making that transition, and our almost 
J 
ignorant indifferences to the religions and morals of 
those other countries has increased the dangers. 
The program asks industrial leaders to realize 
the value of intelligent workers who can read and 
anderstand American signs and directions about the 
ttfes of tools and the aims of#the business. 
It asks 
that foreign women be taught*English in their homes 
as the children are in the schools and the men in 
the factories. 
It urges that the foreign-language 
press be used as a means of informing the immigrant 
Cation concerning museums, art galleries, li- 
and all the artistic and educational facilities 
*he community in which they live and work. 
# The program is particularly interesting because 
ere does it consider Americanization work as 
imposing of partially comprehended American- 
on our immigrant peoples.

Five bond holders for every fighter in France I 
That is the proportion which the National Liberty 
Loan Committee has set for its goal in the Fourth 
Liberty Loan campaign. W ar department plans call 
for an army of 5,000.000 in France during the year. 
To provide that army the ages for drafting men for 
.service have been extended from 18 to 45 years of 
age. 
Five million men wiH be needed to put the finish 
ing touches upon Prussianisin and Kaiserism. Even 
this high figure is not a'drain upon our man power. 
Lloyd-George in a recent speech declared, that if 
America puts into the field proportionately as many 
men as Great Britain she will have |l 5,000,000 in 
Europe, armed for battle. 
In the last Liberty Loan there were less than 
17.000.000 bond purchasers. 
One fighter for five bond holders is the figure set 
by the Liberty Loan authorities as the minimum for 
the Fourth Loan. 
That means there shquld be 
25.000.0tX) purchasers if the country lives up to 
expectations. 
The next ban should have nearer 50.000,000 
subscribers than 25,000,000, or ten bond holders for 
each man in .the field.

Exchange Men Estimate 8 / 
000,000 Box Citrus 
, Crop This Year 


Florida 
will "have^an 8,000.000-box 
citrus fVult crop this year, according 
to the statement in New York recent­ 
ly of Dr. J. H. Ross, president, and F. 
L. Skelly, salesmanager, of the Flor­ 
ida Citrus Exchange, who were in New 
York for two weeks. The prospects in 
Florida have not been as bright in sev­ 
eral years, and the estimate is that the 
yield will be 60 per cent more orange 
and grape fruit than last season. 
Reporting the visit of the Florida 
growers, the New York Produce News, 
in a recent issue, says: 
Last season’s shipments from the 
state, both oranges and grapefruit, ac­ 
cording to jMr. Skelly, 
were around 
6,000,000 boxes. At present estimates 
are merely guesswork, but both Dr. 
Ross and Mr. Skelly believe Florida, 
without any loss 
from 
unfavorable 
weather, will ship 8,000,000 boxes of 
citrus fruit this coming season. Rough­ 
ly speaking. 2,500,000 boxes will be 
grapefruit and the balance oranges. 
In some sections they say the weather 
has been a little dry, but taking the 
state as a whole, conditions have been 
unusually favorable. 
Dr. Ross says the .fruit is bright 
clean and of good size for this time o.* 
year. 
The citrus canker has 
been 
practically wiped out, only a few trees 
having been found infested with this 
pest this season. 
The state and gov­ 
ernment officials, however, are not re­ 
laxing In their vigilance and are 
watching carefully for any recurrence 
of the trouble. 
The citrus crop will 
probably be a trill© earlier than usual 
owing to the 
extremely favorable 
growing conditions. 
There may be a 
few Parson Browns shipped out of the 
state the middle of October, hut the 
heavy movement will not commence 
until some time later. There will also 
be some early grapefruit 
from 
tile 
Miami district. 
Dr. Ross and Mr. Skelly say the Ex­ 
change had an exceedingly successful 
season last year, realizing unusually 
good prices, and they both look for a 
good season this year. Some oranges 
have been sold on the trees. Earlier 
in the season growers were a little 
weak in their ideas of prices hut the 
Exchange has persistently urged them 
not to sell for less than $2 a box on 
the trees, abd most of the growers are 
holding out for this price. Mr. Skelly 
says that because of'the increase in 
the cost of labor, fertilizer, packages 
and everything else tile grower needs 
and uses, it will be necessary for him 
to get at least $2 on the trees to make 
any money. With the advanced freight 
rates oranges to net $2 on the trees 
wil lhave to sell in this morket for 
around $4.25.

The following is the week’s citrus 
review as issued by the Los Angeles 
office of the FrujL World: 
The light offerings of Valencias in 
all markets are being abscrbed’^hy 
the trade at record prices. 
The de­ 
mand in all markets is active aud 
pricps are generally higher than a 
ago. 
The New York market 
cd a gain of 25 cents pci' box on 
Thursday, tile averages realized rang­ 
ing from $8.4(1 for fruit from the Co­ 
vina district to $10.20 for Duarte-Mon­ 
rovia fruit. The Boston market showed 
a range of $6.65 
for 
fruit from the 
Whittier district to $9.10 for Orange 
county stock. St. Louis sold a straight 
car from Orange county at $6.25 aver­ 
age. Philadelphia sold at a range of 
$7.35 to $9.55 for Orange county fruit. 
Practically all sales now being made 
are within the range above quoted, 
showing the market in strong position. 
September first estimates on the re­ 
maining supply of Valencias are being 
revised and in most districts show an 
increase over- earlier figures. Latest 
figures? now show between 1000 and 
1100 cars pf Valencias to go after Sep­ 
tember I. 
September shipments are 
expected to run around 20 cars daily, 
leaving about thirteen cars daily for 
October, which will practically ripen 
up the remaining Valencias by Novem­ 
ber I. 
F. O. B. quotations are on a basis of 
$7.50, with some of the less desirable 
fruit at $7.25. 
Orders for Tulare county navels ase 
reported as being booked at $5 per 
box, all sizes and grades, 
for 
ship­ 
ments the first'half 
of 
November. 
With the “8 to. I" maturity standard 
to be met most shippers feel that the 
booking of orders for specified early 
shipment is treading 
on 
dangerous 
ground, as it is impossible to deter­ 
mine this early just how the fruit 
will meet the sugar test. 
Congestion on the Erie railroad, due 
to abnormally heavy receipts of decid­ 
uous fruits, has necessitated an em­ 
bargo (hat is causing the holding up 
of all shipments at Hornell with the 
exception of cantaloupes which it is 
understood arc being allowed to go 
through. 
The market on lemons 4s decidedly 
easier and lower. Tho temperature in 
all eastern markets has ranged around 
GO degrees nnd this fact together with 
the sugar restrictions is responsible 
for the lowering of lemon values. 
California lemons are giving excel­ 
lent satisfaction. 
The fruit, although 
reported old in many instances where 
cars have been out for a long period, 
show up in sound condition and it is 
this fact alone that is holding up tho 
market at present values. The demand 
is practically nil and quotations a mat­ 
ter of what can he had for the fruit at 
destination. 
A cargo of 41,bort boxes of foreign 
lemons sold on Wednesday that aver­ 
aged $3.65 for Verdellis and $3 for 
Rieioppi Ripes. Another cargo of 45, 
OOO boxes foreign lemons is reported 
in port. This cargo sailed the first of 
June and can hardly be expected to be 
in good condition after a journey of 
three months’ duration.
